A NEBRASKAN FRAUD ON CON- 
GRESS EXPOSED. 


Tho Offcers of the State Reported Guilty of Perjury 
in Impcsing Ceneus Returns on Congress ip 
Order to Gain a New Member—The Tarif 
in the Benate—Other News of Interest. 


Wasnreoton, Jantiary 16.—In the house the 
committee on judiciary submitted a report on 
the matter of the contingent member from 
Nebraska. Printed and recommitted. The 
report states that Thomas J. Majors, -contin- 
gent member, is responsible for the misinfor- 
mation which induced the committee to 
make the report of April ist, 1882, in his fa- 
vor: that he was aided therein by 8. J. Alex- 
ander, secretary of the state of Nebraska, Pat 
©. Howes, contingent member to the forty- 
eighth congress, Dr. P. Schwenk and George 
H. Roberts, ex-attorney-general of Nebraska, 
and that the testimony of R. Davis, of Ne- 
braska, Major’s private secretary, is false. 
The report recommends the adoption of a 
resolution requiring the clerk of the house to 
furnish a printed copy of this report and 
evidence to each of the following officers: 
The district attorney of the District of Co- 
lumbia: the attorney-general of the United 
States, and the governor of _ the 
state of Nebraska; that they’ take 
such action as they may deem suitable to the 
eravity of the wrong committed by persons, 
whose conduct is in this conclusion set forth. 
The report exonerates Representative Valen- 
tine. of Nebraska, from any knowledge or 
complicity in the fraud. Mr. Carpenter, of 
Iowa, submitted the.conference report on the 
agricultural appropriation bill. Agreed to. 
The bill as agreed to in conference approprt- 
ates $13,000 more than as it passed the house, 
The total amount appropriated is $405,640, 
being $21,640 less than the appropriations for 
the current year. Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, from 
the committee on foreign affairs, reported a 
joint resolution providing constitutionally 
for the termination of the treaty of the United 
States with the Hawaiian government signed 
June 3d. 1875. Referred to the bouse calen- 
dar. It requests the president to take such 
steps as may be needful to bring about a re: 
vison of the treaty, to the end that the 
clause relative to the introduction of 
Hawaiian, Muscavado, brown and unrefined 
sugars, free of duty, may be so changed as to 
permit the characcer and grades of such duty- 
free sugars to be determined by their percent- 
age of absolute fineness or ciarification, ine 
stead of the color test under the duties stand- 
ard. not. however, to impair the spirit 
of rectification. The committee on military 
affairs reported back a resolution calling on 
the secretary of war tor iniormation as to 
what measures have been taken to secure the 
arrest and trial of H. W. Wowgate, delauit- 
ing captain in the naval service. Adopted. 
The tariff bi!l was reported to the committee 
on the whole. The committee on oppropria- 
tions reported the naval appropriations bill, 
afd it was referred to the committee of whole. 
Mr. Robeson gave notice that he would call 
the bill up for consideration on Thursday. 
A joint resolution was passetl authorizing the 
secretary of war-to loan 100 tents to the di- 
rectors of the competitive drill to be held at 
Nashville, Tennessee. Adjourned. _

THE TARIFF IN THR SENATE. 

Wasuincton, January 16.—In the senate, 
Mr. Logan, from the committee on military 
affairs, reported favorably with amendment, 
a bill to authorize the sale of the Baton 
Rouge arsenal and grounds. The committee 
on appropriations reported the _ post-office 
appropriations bill, and Mr. Plumb gave 
otice that be would move its consideration 
ty morrow, immediately after the formal 
rning business.

He was an Ohio capitalist, but so much like 
Grant that it was hardly a fair joke to play him 
off on the honest Georgian. The Ohio gentle- 
man remarked that the same mistake had 
been made a bundred times and he said it 
with an emphasis that showed he was not an- 
noyed at the oft repeated error. Later the 
“ineigg of Georgians met the genuine Grant 
ut all théir solemn assurances could no 
quite convince the legislator. He slyly pull- 
ed down his left eye lid and turned into an 
alcove to talk to a pie-woman. 

3 ALABAMA REPUBLICAN. 

Georgia republicans don't cause all the 
trouble in the departments. Their brethren, 
in Alabama, are getting into several broils. 
The patronage for that state has been given 
out by the present administration according 
to the dictum of Paul Stroback, one of the 
worst specimens of the carpet-bag type. The 
better class of Alabama republicans are re- 
belling against him and want a general shak- 
ing up of the offices in that state. A delega- 
tion is here from Selma asking the removal of 
postmaster Cochrane at that place and the 
appointment of Dr. McKinnon in his place. 
Cochrane has long held the office and a gen- 
eral desire for achangeis reported. Strobach 
wants to make himself marshalofthe middle 
and southern districts of the state and his 
name oace went tothe senate forthe place 
but the president withdrew it as he was as- 
sured the nomination would divide the party 
in the late congressional campaign. Thus the 
pitifal remnant of a party in the southern 
states are forever quarreliing and flying to 
Washington to have their sorrows healed. 
What a bright day it wiil be when federal of- 
fices in the south are given to men who repre- 
sent something besides the insatiate greed for 
place—and drafts’on the public treasury! 

THE COURT OF APPEALS, 

Friends of the bill to establish a court of 
appeals as a measure of relief to the supreme 
court are taking steps to press it for early 
consideration, and hope to get it up during 
the coming week in the house. A discussion 
will ensue and a good slice may be taken out 
of the\renyiant of the session. It will be 
hard to get the bill through both houses at 
this session, though Mr. Reed, of Maine, and 
Mr. Knott, of Kentucky, say it can 
be done without any difficulty. 

THE!TARIFF. 

Everything will be burried from now on by 
the tariff discussions and it'grows more prob- 
able every day that the session will end with- 
out any legislation on the bulky question. 
Mr. Morrill didn’t fool the senate with bis 
bogus reductions and the monopolies will 
find the house still harder to manage. The 
debate on the shipping bill and the passage 
of it in a shape that can dono harm if it does 
not accomplish any good have given the 
lobby a very black eye.

A considerable part of the remaining time 
may be consumed by the consideration of the 
election cases unless the committee adopts 
the only sensible course and casts aside 
the worthless contests it has 
now in hand as it did in 
the Lee-Richardson contest from South Caro- 
lina the other day. The fashion of paying 
contestants’ expenses has encouraged the agi- 
tation of frivolous contests and will throw 
twenty-five or thirty cases before the next 
house. Though the abuse is apparent to 
every one familiar with congressional pro- 
ceedings it is one almost impossible to reme- 
dy, and the treasury will continue to suffer

PATTISON’S INAUGURATION AS 
GOVERNOR OF PENNSYLVANIA, 


Isham G. Harris Re-Elected in Tennessee; Frye in 
Maine; Ransomin North Ca'olina; Saulsbury 
in Delaware; and Contests in Massachu- 
setts, LIilinois, and Elsewhere. 


Wasuincton, January 16.—To-day was a 
field day for political developments, gover- 
nors being inaugurated and senators elected 
in many of the states. In Pennsylvania, 
Governor Pattison was inaugurated quietly 
and without attendance. He had refused to 
permit himself to be made the subject of os- 
tentation or display. There was much en- 
thusiasm in Harrisburg. Governor Stockley 
was inaugurated in Dover, Delaware, in the 
presence of the legisiature. After the inau- 
guration the legislature formally re-elected 
Eli Saulsbury as senator for the third term. 
At noon the legislature of North Carolina 
balloted for United States senator as fol- 


lows: M. W. Ransom, 83; Wm. John- 
son, 12. Two senators were paired 
and three were absent. The vyote 


in the house stood Ransom, 75; Johnson, 35; 
two of the members had paired and two rep- 
resentatives were excused from voting. In 
the house four republicans voted for Ran- 
som The total vote for Ransom was 108, for 
Johnson, 47. Hon. Isham G, Harris was 
elected United States senator on the first bal- 
lot. from Tennessee. The vote stood seven- 
teen majority in the senate and fifty-eight in 
the house. Senator Harris wasthe war gov- 
ernorof Tennessee. The two houses of the 
legislature of Michigan balloted separately 
for United States senator to succeed Mr. Fer- 
ry, but there was no choice. Mr. Ferry leads 


the vote, but did not obtain a ma- 
jority ip either house. The 
legislature ballots’ in joint session 
to-morrow. In Augusta, Maine, the legisla- 


ture balioted separately, and re-elected Wil- 
liam P. Fryeto the United States senate. 
The two houses will meet in joint session to- 
morrow to confirm to-day’s action. The legis- 
lature of Massachusetts to-day, voting separ- 
ately for United States senator, took five’ 
ballots. In the.fifth baliot in the senate Long 
received 21 votes, Hoar 16,and Crapo 20. In 
the house there wasno choice. Mr. Hoar 
leads the poll. The legislature meets in 
joiht session to morrow. senator Garland, of 
Arkansas, was to-day re-elected as his own 
successor. In the Minnesota legislature the 
senate gave William Windom 23 votes for 


Gordon E. Cole, 5; the rest scattering. Win- 
dom lacked one -vote ofa majority. In the 
house Windom received 47 votes, fifteen 
less than necessary to elect, 
Wiison 24. Dunne!ll six and 


Kindred 4, the rest scattering. In the Illinois 
legislature, the vote for United|States senator 
in senate stood, Cullom 30, Palmer20, Inthe 
house, Cullom 75, Palmer 75. This not being 
a majorityin the house there must be a joint 
ballot to-morrow, when Cullom will probably 
be elected. In Denver, Colorado, the first 
regular ballot for United States senator, was 
taken by both houses of the legislaturegbut 
no choice was made. The democratie legisla- 
tive caucus of West Virginia has nominated 
Congressman Kenna to be United States sena- 
tor. Theelection takes place next Tuesday

A TARIFF MUDDLE, 


The Lren Men Indignant--Kogus Marriage Associa- 
tions—Grant and Longstreet. 

WasHineton, January 16.—The metal 
schedule as reported by the senate finance 
committee in their tariff bill, has provoked 
so much criticism from the various interests 
affected by it that today, by orderof the 
committee, a telegram was sentto Mr. Oli- 
ver, the member of the tariff commission, 
who was specially instructed with the pre- 
paration of this schedule, to come on to 
Washington at once and confer with the 
committee relating to it. The committee on 
ways and means to-day finished the sched- 
ules of the tariff bill, and will next week 
take up the legislative part of it It will 
probably not be reported to the house for an- 
other week. Mr. Carlisle, an extreme tariff 
revision member of the committee, was asked 


to-night how he regarded the billin its 
present shape. ‘*“Ihey have made it 
much worse,” he said, “than it was 
when it Came from the commission. 


The commission bill was much better than;l 
expected, but it bas been changed by the 
committee on ways and means so asto make 
rates higher on many of the most important 
items. The committee have, itis true, im- 
proved the bill in some resnects, yet 1 think 
in the important material matters it will 
not be at all acceptable to those wnao really 
desire revision. In the matter of cotton and 
woolen goods, iron, and steel, the rates have 
been raised from those in the tariff commis- 
sion bill, while on sugar it has been reduced 
to some extent, Sor 9 per cent from the aver- 
age. If the bill should become a law and we 
should have the same quantity of importa 


tions the next fiscal year that we had 
last, I think the revenue from iron and 
steel] will be increased $3,000,000 instead 


of being diminished. If the bill is reported 
in its present shape it will not suit anybody 
who wants areal and substantial reduction 
of the tariff duties and a simplification of the 
system, and it is doubtful whether the bill as 
it is now can be favorably reported from the 
committee. Thesenate bill is much more 
satisfactory. The policy of the finance com- 
mittee was to cut down rates of duties below 
those in the commission biil, while it is has 
been that of the house committee to increase 
thems, Inthe matter of earthenware and 
glass, for instance, the committee have in- 
creased the rates. There are some very Singu- 
lar things in the bill. The duty on the finest 
eartheriware is the same as on the coarsest. 
The two have been put in the same class. 
The bill is full of inconsistencies.”’ 

This same member said that,if they un- 
dertook to carry a motion through the com- 
mittee recommending the passage of the 
bill, there would be trouble in the com- 
mittee. In his opinion such a motion could 
not be carried. Members might vote to report 
the bill in order to get it before the 
house, but a favorable recommendation 
would certainly not receive the votes of a ma- 
jority of the committee. On this question 
Carlisle, Randall, Tucker, Morrison, Dannell, 
Kasson, and Heckell would vete in the neg- 
ative. This would be just a majority of the 
committee, the only supporters of the motion 
being Messrs. Kelley, McKinley, Hubbell, 
Russell, Erritt, and Speer. It is the opinion 
of some of the members of the committee 
that it will be impossible for a bill of that 
kind to pass this session. The ways and 
means committee have now been considering 
the bill nearly a month and a half, and it 
will be quite tnat time before they finish it. 
Itis reasonable to suppose that it will take 
the house a longer time to consider it, when 
there are so many questions involved in 
which every single member is more or lesss 
interested, ee

A COUNTERFEITER'S CAREER, 

Wasuinator, January 16.—George’ Albert 
Mason, released from the Albany peniten- 
tiary on January 8, was sentenced in May, 
1875, to be imprisoned for 12 years for coun- 
terfeiting, and was released under the state 
law allowing commutation for good conduct 
while in prison, United States prisoners in 
state prisons being subject to the laws of the 
state in which they are imprisoned. It is 
said here that he has repeatedly threatened to 
take the lgves of those who helped to convict 
him, and particularly that of Elmer Wash- 
burn, who was chief of the secret service whe 
Mason was convicted. Born in England, he 
came to this country just before the war, 
joined the confederate army, and was the 
moving spirit, itis asserted, ina scheme to 
kidnap President Lincoln, and was detected, 
aprested, court-martialed, sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life, and was pardoned by 
President Lincoln. Appearing next at Toron- 
to, he was, after a long career of crime, 
caught, tried and convicted of 47 separate of- 
fenses. While serving atwo years sentence 
in Kingston jail he originated and afterward 
exposed a plot to escape, and was rewarded 
for this exposure by a release at the end of 
the first year of histerm. In 1874 he was em- 
ployed as an officer of the secret service di- 
Vision, and in this position, where he should 
have been the terror of counterfeiters, he was 
caught dealing in counterfeit money, and re- 
ceived the punishment which has just been 
terminated by release from prison. 

THE REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE. 

Wasnineton, January 16.—It is expected 
that about thirty members of the national re- 
publican committee will be present at the 
meeting Wednesday to settle the question for 
representation on the district plan in ac- 
cordance with the resolution of the national 
convention of 1880. Several elaborate methods 
will be laid before the committee. The 
mmatter of proxies was mentioned to a promi- 
nent member of the committee. He said he 
believed there was a rule that the holder of a 
proxy must hail from the state for which 
if was given. This will be enforced as far 
as practicable. In the case of_ terri- 
tories it will not be enforced. It is under- 
stood three plans of apportionment of repre- 
sentation will be submitted to the committee. 
viz: Chandler’s, for delegates at large for 
every state; two delegates from each district, 
and three delegates for every republicau sen- 
ator and representative, making a total of 
1,506. Forbes’, for two delegates at large for 
each state, one delegate foreach district and 
one for every republican senator and_repre- 
sentative, a total of 671; and Martin’s, for 
four delegates at large for each state, one del- 
egate for each district and for every 12,000 
republican votes, or major fraction thereof, 
total 867, on the basis of last election. 

REFORMER KASSON, 

Wasnineton, January 16.—Kasson, the 
Civil service reform shrieker from Iowa, has 
beautifully exemplified how honest he is in 
his profession for the purity of the public 
sérvice. The late Godlove 8. Orth was chair- 
man oi a special select commiit:e on reform 
in the civil service, and bis son, Harry was 
clerk of the committee. Harry isa bright 
young man and well qualified for the posi- 
tiont especially as the labors were not 
heavy and the work not complicated. After 
Mr. Orth’s death, Kasson was made chairman 
of the committee, and his first official act was 
to cut off the head of young Orth to put one 
of his favorites in the place. The friends of 
the decapitated clerk were surprised and cha- 
grined at Kasson for ihe act, and requested 
an explanation. He told them that the man 
he had appointed understood shorthand 
work, and as he( Kasson) had a great deal of 
private correspondence to keep-up, he had 
made the appointment so that the clerk could 
relieve him of the labor. 

NAVAL DEFICIENCIES. 

WASHINGTON, January’ 16,— Secretary 
Chandler stated to-day that upon information 
received from members of the appropriation 
committee in regard to the appropriations to 
be made for the naval service, it will be ne- 
cessary to close four’of the naval yards on 
thie 3lst of March, but that he had not de- 
termined upon the ones to be closed. It 1s 
more than likely, however, that the yard at 
Mare Island and the one at Washington will 
be kept in operation, toget»er with one 
northern and one southern yard. It is un- 
derstood that the appropriation committee 
has agreed to reportin favor of a deficiency 
appropriation of about $32,000 to enable the 
four yards selected tobe kept open until the 
end of the present fiscal year. 

NEW DRUMS FOR THE ARMY. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—At the quarter- 
master-general’s office, this week, final action 
has been taken relative to the new army 
drum, and the specifications for its construc- 
tion will soon be issued. The new instrument 
ison the Prussian model, and is very light 
and handsome.

PARIS PLACARDED BY PRINCE JE- 
ROME'S ADHERENTS. 


—_ieemenseel 


Ne Declares the Republic a Pailure, at War with God 
and the Peopie—The Scene in the Chamber of 
Deputies—A Talk with the Prines, in 
Which He Justifies Himself. Bte. 


Paris, January 16.—To-day’s Figaro pub- 
lishes a manifesto, professedly issued by 
Prince Napoleon, (Pilon Plon) criticising the 
present situation,and claiming his Napoleonic 
inheritance. The manifesto was found pla- 
carded in several quarters of Paris. The 
prince dwells on the impotence and incapac- 
ity of the government, the disunion of par- 
liament and the decadence of the army and 
of the finances. He declares that religion is 
attacked, and tha‘ the observance of the con- 
cordat alone establishes religious peace. The 
prince rejects any compromise with the 
royalists. He adverts to the  plebiscites 


by which the empire was sanction- 
ed. The manifesto was torn down 
by the police, and Prince Napoleon was ar- 
rested this afternoon and conducted to the 
Conciergerie. The manifesto of Prince Napo- 
leon was at first regarded as a hoax, and many 
still doubt its genuineness. The Figaro has 
been seized. If the manifesto is genuine,the 
prince wil) be ordered to quit France, and 
will be conducted to the frontier in the event 
of his refusal. 
ANNOUNCED IN THE CHAMBERS. 

In the chamber of deputies today, M. 
Jolibo, Bonapartist, oe the govern- 
ment on the subject of the arrest of Prince 
Napoleon. He said the issue of the mani- 
festo was simply a press offense. The prince, 
he declared, had only exercised his right, 
and M. Deves, minister of justice, had ex- 
ceeded his authority in causing the prince’s 
arrest. M. Deves replied that the manifesto 
had not only been published but placardéd. 
This fact had been brought to the attention 
of the judicial authorties who in the exercise 
of the complete freedom of action they 
possessed, had issued a warrant for the arrest 
of the prince. M. Deves added that the mat- 
ter would in due course come before the tri- 
bunals. The government was firmly resolved 
to see that the law was strictly observed by all 
citizens of the republic, not excepting Prince 
Jerome. After M. Deves had concluded his 
statement, M. Floquel, republican, vice presi- 
dent of the chamber, brought forward a moe- 
tion prohibiting the presence in France or 
Algeria of any members of former French 
dynasties. Martin Fercillee, repub- 
lican, moved the order of the day 
approving the action of the government 
in regard to Prince Napoleon. The motion 
was adopted by a vote of 417 to 89. M. Bis- 
accia said he was anxious to separate the 
personality of kings and princes from the 
present incident. Loud protests followed 
this remark, and the president of the cham- 
ber ruled that the words “kings” and 
‘princes’? were unconstitutional. Urgency 
was then voted for M. Flognet’s motion by 
328 ayes to 112 nays. 

THE PRINCE INTERVIEWED. 

A member of the staff of the Temps inter- 
viewed Prince Napoleon to-day on the sub- 
ject of his manifesto. The prince said he had 
issued the manifesto because everything was 
going wrong in’France. The republic had 
proven its incapacity for governing. It had 
not received the sanction of a popular 
vote. The republicans were wrong in not 
having resorted to a plebiscite a few years 
ago, when they would have secured 5,000,000 


suffrages. Prince Napoleon denied that 
he had any personal interest 
in. the matter. He said he was 


a supporter of the scrutin deliste, because he 
believed that under the present systems, the 
executive was governed chiefly by local in- 
terests. He should like to see at the head 
of the republic a man of the nation, elected 
by the nation as in the United States. Let 
the people, said the prinee, appoint M. Grevy 
if they please, but at any rate, free the 
executive from ihe influence of 
the deputies elected by mere arropdissements. 
With the present chamber of deputies it was 
impossible to hope for anything. Gambetta 
had failed to imbue it with the principles of 
republican goverument, and where: he had 


failed none could hope to succeed. He 
denied that he aimed at _ personal 
the 


ower, the co-existence of which with 
fiberty of the press, liberty of association and 
parliarentay control was, he said, impos- 
sible. If the Count de Chambord were to at- 
tempt to ascend the throne be, Prince Napo- 
leon, would be the first to seize a musket 
and mount the barricades. The prince said 
he believed a parliamentary regime was only 
practicable under a constitutional monarchy. 
He was convinced of the perfect legality of 
bis manifesto. Competent persons, he said, 
had approved of its terms, and had affirmed 
that placarding of it was legal. 

THREATENING LETTERS. 
Lyons, January 16.—The president of the 
court trying the anarchists has received 
‘nineteen threatening letters, sevéral from 
Switzerland, Germany and Russia. At the 
trial of anarchists to-day, Prince Krapotkine, 
addressing the court in his own defense, 
sought to show that the so-called Internation- 
ale did not exist. Anarchical ideas, 
he declared, were spreading, despite all 
efforts to suppress them. he were 
condemned, the result. would be to at- 
tract proselytes to the cause. He had been 
arrested, he averred, because he was a for- 
eigner and because it was thought desirable 
to gibbet the efligy of the Internationale. 
The eyes ofall workmen of France and abroad 
were fixed upon this trial, but when they 
found the Internationale did not exist, they 
would recognize it merely as the prosecution 
of one class by another. Prince Krapotkine, 
concluded by predicting that ten years would 
not elapse witheut the occurrence of a social 
revolution. He conjured the society to avert 
it by the study of the social question instead 
of persecuting anarchists. 

A FRENCH BEGRET. 
Paris, January 16.—The Journal Des de- 
Bats says that England has practically taken 
yossession of Egypt We may regret this, 
but we have no right to protest against ex- 
clusion from an arrangement since justified 
by our own abstaining intervention. 

AFFAIRS IN IRELAND, 
Dvsuy, January 16.—An affray occurred 
this morning between some policemen and a 
party of young men who attempted to de- 
prive the officers of their revolvers. Four of 
the young men were arrested and committed 
for examination.In an affray at Cappaghwhite, 
county Tipperary, growing out of resistance 
to eviction, the bailiffs were attacked with 
pitch4orks. Many people were wounded and 
a number of arrests were made. 

AN ATTEMPT TO KILL THE SULTAN. 
Lonpon, January 16.—The Times’ Cairo 
dispatch states that felegrams from an offi- 
cial source in Constantinople report that some 
Circassians attempted, Sunday, to assassinate 
the sultan. A woman divulged the plot. 
The Albian guard met and defeated the Cir- 
cassians in the vicinity of the saltan’s apart- 
ments. Several men were killed in the en- 
counter,

The house and its inmates have been 
strictly quarantined, and every precaution 
taken to prevent the spread of the disease. 
This is the only case now in Rome or its vi- 
cinity. The first case occurred several weeks 
since, when Christopher Johnson, a colored 
man, came from Ubattanooga and wasstricken 
down with the disease. He was removed to 
the pest house, together with a family con- 
sisting of seven, who had been ex posed Lo 
him. Of this family five, consisting of two 
aduits and three children, contracted the dis- 
ease and died at the pest house. The other 
two had miid cases of varioloid and have now 
fully recovered. Gregg is the only white

Rice in Georgia. 

The experiment, made ina iarge number 
of interior counties last year, of planting up- 
land rice, was so unsatisfactory on account of 
the long summer drouth, that very little was 
planted last spring. ~* 

The present repor-, therefore, relates almost 
entirely to the lowland rice grown in the 
coast counties. 

The yield of rice compared to that of last 

year is, in north Georgia, 111; in middle 
Georgia, 110; in southwest Georgia, 117; n 
east Georgia, 112; in southeast Georgia, 108, 
and in the whole state, 113. 
The yield per acre in bushels of rough rice 
is, in north Georgia, 71; in middle Georgia, 
32; in southwest Georgia, 23; in east Georgia, 
26; in southeast Georgia, 22; and in the 
whole state, 28. 

The price per bushel December Ist, was in 
north Georgia $1.00; in middle Georgia, $1.05; 
in southwest Georgia, $1.07; in east Georgia, 
$1.21; in southeast Georgia, $1.05; and in the 
whole state $1.21. 
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Ten Bales on Twelve Acres. 

From the Hawkiusville, Ga., Dispatch. 

Mr. John T. Arde, of this county, made 
last year ten bales of cotton averaging over 
five hundred pounds on twelve acres. He 
broke his land deep, made the rows four feet 
apart instead of tbree feet, and gave it shal- 
low: cultivation. He usea one hundred 
pounds of guano to the acre. Until last year 
Mr. Arde laid off his cotton rows only three 
feet apart, and his best yield was only a bale 
to two acres. He thinks the land should be 
throughly and deepiy broken before planting, 
and then follow the system of wide rows and 
shallow cultivation. Mr. Arde, like Guil- 
ford Gunter, of Dooly, believes in putting 
geese in the cotton patch. Hesays he will 
hereafter be sure @ secure the assistance ef 
these Roman birdsof honor. A goose saved 
Rome when imperiled by an invading army.

when the farmer af eeorptg for hoe hands. All 
the goose needs is abouta half pint of corn a 
day to give it strength to hunt for grass, and 
each goose can keep an acre clean.

The commissioner before alluded to, says 
that so far as the Richmond and Danville is 
concerned, in view of the statements of multi 
tudes of its patrons, it has become a serious 
question in his mind whether or not the pub- 
lic are receiving. service and benefits worth 
even two cents a mile. 

The complaints against the Air Line, as

The monarchists 
have De Broglie and the Duc d’ Aumale, but 
neisber can inspire enthusiasm or rally any 
considerable body of supporters. 

The republicans, now that Gambetta is 
dead, have many capable men, butit is indeed 
doubtful whether they bave one who com- 
bines anything like the qualities and the re- 
cord of Gambetta. Gambetta came from the 
people, and he led the people when the re- 
public was born, The new leader will lack 
these advantages, and they are very great 
ones in France to-day. The new man can 
not be President Grevy, for he is too old and 
slow; nor De Freycinet, for he is too cautious 
and reserved; nor Leon Say, for he is devyot- 
ed to problems in mathematics; nor Duclerec, 
who is seventy years old; nor Henri Roche- 
fort, whois altogether too violent for this 
stage in the affairsof the republic. It may 
be Clemencean, who is only forty-one years 
old, a good debater, astrong thinker, and 
who has the confidence of the tumultuous 
masses that worshipped Gambetta. He 
is a radical, and he comes 
nearer the Gambettian standard than any 
other man in France. But the practical 
sensible republic, now in its eleventh year, 
may prefer Jules Ferry, an unrelenting ene- 
my of the empire, or Jules Simon, who was a 
co-worker of Theirs, cr more likely still, 
Brisson, the speaker of the chamber of depu- 
ties. Tne last named statesman is an orator, 
is progressive, if not aggressive, and is not 
weighted down with an _ objectionable 
record. The prospect is that 
Clemenceau and Brisson, or possibly Jules 
Ferry, will hereafter be found in the front 
rank, and that they-.will lead respectively the 
radical and the moderate republicans. There 
is room for all three, and the hope is that all 
three will enthusiastically co-operate if the 
republic is ever seriously threatened by Or- 
leanists, Legitimists or Banapartists. 


CHICKENS AND EGGS. 

During the year 1882 the price of chickens 
and eggs rated higherin Georgia than ever 
known before. Two reasons are given by 
dealers for this, first: There was more money 
in the country last year than for many 
‘years before. Second, the farmers’.who sup- 
ply our market, were short of provisions, on 
account of the drought of 1881, and instead 
of selling their chickens and,eggs kept them 
for home consumption. 

Itis a fact, however, thatthe demand is far 
in excess of the supply in our state, simply 
because there is no one whp gives any partic 
ular attention to the industry. The price of 
these apparently small articles of trade is as 
well fixed in our markets as the price of cot- 
ton. There is always a demand for them,and 
it will continue as long as people eat, and 
fried chicken is as popular as it is in Georgia. 
We have many men whoare to-day out of em- 
ployment who could make money and live 
well by engaging in this business of supplying 
our market with these articles. It requires 
but little capital; the work is not laborious, 
and the money comes in return for the 
labor almost daily after there 
is a proper beginning. It requires but little 
skill, and very little experience. We have in 
Atlanta probably one thousand people who 
to day are working at hard labor in avoca- 
tions that will not yield half the income that 
this would, and not one tenth the comfort 
and happiness. Ten acres of land is enough to 
commence on, This stocked witha lot of goed 
hens would make a living to an active 
energetic man, and while he was planting 
his fruit trees, his garden, and fixing his home 
for comfort and convienence, he could live 
like a rich manon what he produces at home, 
It would be but a short time before his plao- 
would be worth one hundred times as much 
as he gave forit, and his live stock would 
yield him an increase that would make him 
happy. Let us have more small farms in 
Georgia—even farmers who make chickens 
and eggs a specialty.

From the Congressional Record. 

Mr. Clements presented a memorial of the joint 
aasembly of the state of Georgia for an appropriation 
in aid of common schools in the several states;

Mr. Clements. I desire to ask unanimous con- 
sent that the body of the memorial be printed in the 
Record.

The memorial is as follows: 


Whereas asa result of the late war the colored 
people of the south were set free and made citi- 
zeus; and 


Whereas, in the state of Georgia they were very 
nearly equal in numbers tothe whites. and at the 
time of their emancipation were entirely destitute 
of property, and in very large numbers have con- 
tinued so up to this time; and 

Whereas, the white people themselves were great- 
ly reduced, many of them to as’ate of destituti nu 
be nc a as extreme as that of the .colored peo- 
ple; an 

Whereas, the facts herein recited have rendered 
itimpossible for the time being for this state to 
make adequate provision for the education of our 
youth; and 

Whereas, wide-spread illiteracy conjoined with 
universal suffrage have put the institutions of the 
whole country in peril; Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the general assembly of Geor- 
gia, That we hail with pleasure the movement 
now being made inthe congressof the United 
States to raisea fund for distribution for a term of 
years among the states in aid of popular education, 
the distribution to be made on the basis of illiter- 
acy. 

Resolved, That the proposition 'o have this fund 
applied, under state laws, and by the regularly 
constituted state authorities, to the support of com- 
mon schools, nermai schools and ctor agencies 
for securing an adequate corps of well-qualified 
common schoo] teachers meets our hearty approval. 

Resolved, That our senatorsand representatives in 
congress are hereby requested to use their best en- 
deavors tosecure the passage of an educational 
bill which shall be liberal in its monetary provis- 
ions, and which shall be well guarded against im- 
proper federal interference in the educational af- 
fairs of the states. 

tesolved, That as our now limited fundis appli- 
ed to the education of all the children witheut dis- 
crimination as to race,so shall any fund which 
may be furnished by congress be applied with 
equalimpartiality.4 

Resolved, That his excellency, the governor, is 
hereby requested to have copies of these resolu- 
tions made out and forwarded to Washington at 
once, to be laid before both houses of congress as 
early as, practicable after the commencement of the 
approaching session. 

Approved December 13, 1882. 


THE SOCIALIST ARGUMENT,

In a speech at Chicago, Herr Most the, great soci- 
alist leadersaid: ‘'Perhaps revolution was an evil, 
but it was a necessary-one. Monarchs did not hes- 
itate to make the declaration of -war their ‘‘last 
word’’ in their quarrels, why should not the sover- 
eign people resorit to armsas their “last word’’ in 
the great struggle forsocial equality. In the con- 
sideration of all great questions humanity was of 
secondary importance. What did it matterifa 
few men millionaires at that, men who had no mer. 
it but that of possessing money; what did it matter 
if a few such men should be killed in liberating the 
nations. Nature produced sufficient to mage all 
peeple happy, and stilla nature’s products were 
concentrated in the hands of a few. 

PROPORTION OF RICH PEOPLE. 

Statistics showed ihat there was only 4 per 
centof all people rich, 11 per cent were well to 
do, and 85 per cent had to live from hand to 


mouth. Of these 85 per cent oné-half wes idle. 
In Germany, for instance, there were 500,000 men 
idling away their lives in military barracks. It 
took another half a million of honest laborers to 
provide for these official idiers. Hundreds of 
thousands werein jails, prisons, poor houses and 
other institutions, and those outside had to work 
for the sustenance of those incarcerated. In fact, 
the whole system of society was wrong and there 
was but one way out of the dilemma, and that 
would be to have a common production, a 
commune in fact. To establish communism,he did 
not rely much upon ballots and parliaments, but 
upoa force expressedin blood and iron. When 
that grand revolution was accomplished there 
would be common property without monopolists 
and the fruits of labor would be obtainable only for 
those who didlabor. Krupp,in Essen, hada kind 
of commune, but the trouble with him was that he 

ocketed the millions while his workmen lived 
rom hand to mouth. 

MISUSED CAPITAL. 

The power of capital was misused, it was employ- 
ed by a fear to make millions unhappy. The hold- 
ers of capital had done nothing,absolutely nothing, 
to create that Capital, and those who did 
create that capital had an undoubted 
right to take possession of it, Power was right, and 
the people being the power, werein the right. The 
opinion of allthe advanced socialists was that 
things could not go on as they did at present; that 
hurope was on the eveofa revolution; that this 
revolution would sweep everything before it, and 
thatthecrash in Europe would cause an equal 
crash in the United States. If he should be success- 
ful in rousing the laborers of this country then his 
mission to this country would not have been in 
vain. The day, perhaps, was nearer than supposed 
tothe tme when the battle cry of proletarian 
would sound at the ears of capital.

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SOUTHERN SPINNEBS. 


A New Protective Association for the Benefit ofthe 
South. 

For several months past the cotton manufacturers 
of the south have been contemplating the organiza- 
tion of an association whose object is protection and 
mutual assistance among the members. The ques- 
tion was for a while discussed among the southern 
manufacturers, and last December a circular was 
issued from Macon, Georgia, calling a convention 
of southern spinnersand manufacturers in this city 
on the 16th day of January. The paper was circu- 
jated, and after securing the signatures of those fa- 
yorable to the formation of the association, read as 


follows:

ATLANTA, GA., January 16.—Pursuant to a call 
made in December last,and signed by the managers 
of a number of southern cotton milis, a meeting 
was held at the Kimball house in this city to-day, 
and an organization perfected, to be known as the 
Southern Cotton Manufacturers association. 
The undersigned were appointed an executive 
committee, and entrusted with the duty of issuing 
a circular to the cotton manufacturers of the south, 
setting forth the object of the associa 
tion, the benefits to be derived from it, and to 
solicit all the cottou spinners and manufacturers of 
the south to become members of the same. 

The facts developed in our meeting show that 
the cotton spinning business in the south is in any- 
thing buta prosperouscondition. Representatives 
from several states, coming from some of the best 
mills engaged in the production of yarns, have re- 
ported the results of their operations for last year. 
These reports are based upon actual accounts made 
up in most instances to the first of January, arfd 
without excepZon show that this important inter 
est is on the decline. 

The evils that are exerting a depressing influence 
upon this business are manifold. ‘They are to be 
traced chiefly to defective managemeéut at the mills 
and reckless slauehtering of goods by agents,-who 
are either ignorant as to values, or indifferent as to 
prices at which products are sold. 

These evils Can be corrected, by such organiza- 
tion as will result in proper dissemination of prac- 
tical information upon the subject of manufactur- 
ing: and of the demand for, and supply of the va- 
rious styles of goods produced, as well as the prices, 
which the various parties who are selling goods 
for southern spinners are getting for the same. 

To perfect such an organization as will success- 
fully accomplish these results, it will be necessary 
io,bringintoit the largest practicable number of 
the varties at interest. 

While the spinners are suffering more than those 
who weave their yarns into cloth, it is apparent 
that the latter are equally interested with the for- 
mer in all questions affecting the management and 
operation of their mills, and hence should co- 
operate cordially in securing the general objects of 
the association. 

We aim at mutual improvement and protection. 
In a spirit of eandor we propose to. re- 
port to each other our experience, and by inter- 
charye of, ideas endeavor to place this, now vital 
interest to our section, upon the best attainable 
basis.

RDERED, THAT EVERY BANKING INSTI- 
tution of this State, and branch thereof, do 


make returns to the Governor under oaths of the 
several Presidents and Cashiers, of their respective 
conditions on the 3lst day of December, 1882, and 
that such returns be transmitted to this Department 
within thirty days from and after this date. The 
several returns must be in strict accordance with 
Sections 1466, 146" and 1468 of the Revised Code of 
this State. Special aiteniion is called to the pro- 
vision requiring the classification of loans and dis- 
counts, giving the worthless and doubtful, and for 
the publication of the same with the other returns, 
copy of which publication must be furnished this 
office, Special attention is also called to the fact 
that the oath of the officers must conform to the 
law, and state that their banks have not violated 
any Obligation imposed by law, either by itself or 
its officers. 

The attention of ali the banks is also especially 
called ts section 1469 und 1470 of the code in the 
| words following, to-wit: 

“Section 1469. The banks are required to publish 
their several reports in some public gazctte of this 
state at their expense, and on failure todo so within 
thirty days itis the duty of the governor to make 
publicadvertisement of the fact, and to order al 
collectors of the public, money to refuse to receivel 
their bills. The governor shall also publish the re- 
ports, the cost of which the defaulting banks sball 
be bound for asa tax levied which shall be collect- 
ed by execution issued by the ,comptroller gen- 
ecal.”’ 

“Section 1470. Any bank refusing to make out 
and return said reports, as required by law, forfeits 
and pays tothestatea tax of two per cent per 
month upen their capital stock from the time of 
such refusal, to be levied and collected by execu- 
tion at the end of each month by the comptroller 
general; the bills of said bank shall likewise not be 
received, as prescribed in preceding section.’’ 
Ordered, That this notice be published in THE 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION once a week for two weeks.

FIVE MILES OF STREETS. 


And Fifteen Miles of Sidewalks is What Engineer 
Clayten Thinks He Can do This Year. 
City Fngineer Clayton, who, by the way, is one o 
the best and most capable officers Atlairta ever hag 
said on yesterday: 
“T have figured pretty closely on the matter, and 
with the appropriatioNs made by the council last 
nightand the assessménts on the citizens, we can 
pave or macadamize about five miles of streets :his 
vear and lay about fifteen miles of sidewalks—be- 
sides keeping up the streets.’’ 
“And next year?”’ 
“We ought,to do better. The more streets paved 
or macadamized, the less trouble to keep them up. 
Within five years we ought to have every street in 
the business part of the city, and the principal res- 
idence streets either paved or macadamized, and 
good sidewalks down on every street.’’ 
Councilman Gray, who introduced the resolution 
urging the use of the street railroad tracks at night 
for distriputing rock for macadamizing, said: 
“By spenciug $2,500 for a small locomotive, and 
$2 500 for ten construction Cars, we can at night do 
twenty times the work we could do with mules and 
carts. You remember how tedious it was hauling 
rock on Peachtree last year, although the best of 
teams were used. Pay that we were macadamizing 
Peters street. By layinga tramway 106 yards to the 
quarry, we could distribute a hundrea car loads of 
pounded rock in a night, and as the street car 
track covers our principal streets, could distribute 
it easily and rapidly. With this outlay of $5,000 we 
can do the work in one year that would otherwise 
take five years. Wheis we are done with the engine 
and cars we can sell them for more than half what 
they cost us.”’ 
‘You are in favor of the city. doing its own 
macadamizing?’’ 


‘Yes. You see we have the city convict force, 
and most of the time the county force. 
Then we have the work of those who won't 


ay their street tax. I’m in favor of utilizing these 
orces on permanent Work, instead of having them 
scattered about the city, patching up holes. By 
using our city and county convicts on permanent 
work, or utilizing the street car tracks, we can more 
than satisfy public expectation. 

» Councilman Howell, chairman of the street com- 
mittee, says: 

“The people pay the extra tax for paving and 
sidewalks very willingly. We carried over less than 
$10,000 of this extra tax still unpaid this vear, and 
very little ifany of that is contested. Every cent 
of it will be paid.’’ 


CHATTANOOGA CHEEK. 


Not Satisfied With Giving Atlanta Small-Pox, She 
Seeks to Misrepresent the Situation. 
A Chattanooga paper says: “THE ATLANTA CoNn* 
STITUTION asserts that there have been, in all, this 
winter, twelve cases of small-pox in thatcity. The 
health officer of Atlanta said to a gentleman of this 
city, several days ago, thathe then had on hand 
thirty-five cases. There isa lie out.’’ 
A CONSTITUTION reporter armed himself with the 
above paragraph, and proceeded at once to the office 
of the board of health, and found there Dr. Arm- 
strong, the president of the board, and Dr. Baird, 
the secretary. They were shown the paragraph, 
and asked togivean official statement of the num- 
ber of cases of small-pox that have developed in 
the city since the present outbreak. Dr. Armstrong 
stated that official and absolutely accurate informa- 
tion could be furnished from the records in the of- 
fice. Dr. Baird then turned to'the record, and gave 
the reporter the following facts which have al- 
ready been published in THE CONSTITUTION from 
timeto time: 
‘The first case occurred on December 14, in the 
person of a negro named Gaines Johnsen, whocon- 
tracted the diseasein Chattanooga. The next case 
was Ben Johnson, the negro’s father who 
contracted the disease from the firstcase. The sec 
ond case was developed at the quaratine station on 
December 24. Both these cases died. The next 
case occurred on the 29:h of December in the per- 
son of Thomas Fleming, a young white man who 
was a firemman on the W estern and Atlantic railroad, 
and contracted the disease in Chattanooga. The 
fourth case was Miss Whaley, and it is supposed 
that she contracted the disease from her father who 
had recently been employed at Tunnel Hill on the 
State road. He ¢id not have the disease but proba- 
bly came iu contact with it and brought it home in 
his clothes. That case developed on January 2. On 
the same day Mary Gordon, colored, who lived on 
Calhoun street, took the discase and was sent tothe 
rospital, but we have been unabie to trace the 
origin of her case. On January Sth, J. P. Haslett, 
a white boy, ten years old, was taken with the 
disease. He had recently removed here from 
Gwinnett county, coming from a setticment where 
small-vox prevailed, and it is probable that he 
contracted it there. On January Sth, John Saye, a 
white man, who worked very near the residence of 
Fleming, previously mentioned, developed the dis 
ease, and it is exceedingly probable that he caught 
itfrom Fleming. The next case was that of J. H. 
Fuller, who developed a case on January 7th. He 
was a conductor on the State road and contracted 
the disease in Chattanooga. On January 7th, Gus 
Keifer, a white man, who came to Atlanta 
from- Chickamauga, developed the disease. On 
January 8th,a negrochild named Dilly Williams, 
three years old, developed a mild case of varioloid, 
the origin of whi h we have been unable to trace, 
On January 12th. a white boy named Everett, em- 
ployed at the milisof the Fulton County spianing 
company, developed the disease. jis case is 
another that we cannot trace.

and in the neighborhood of the city prison yester- 
day afternoon by the arrestof two men against 
whom the officers bring the accusation of confi- 
dence workers.
